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Protesters 
march ‘to 
save NHS’

DORSET voters are being asked to 
focus on saving local services in 
this week’s General Election. 

A protest march was held on Sun¬ 
day to highlight the risk to beds at 
Portland and Westhaven hospitals 
and local services for those with 
mental health problems. 

“This election is not about Brexit. 
That has been decided. It is about 
saving services - and people should 
bear that in mind when they vote,” 
said local GP and Green Party can¬ 
didate Dr Jon Orrell. 

He and a group of about 15 sup¬ 


porters walked from the Gatehouse 
Surgery on Castle Road, Portland, 
along the Rodwell Trail to the West- 
haven Hospital site in Weymouth. 
Others joined them there to hear 
speeches and make their points 
about saving local NHS facilities. 

Amongst those who spoke was 
last year’s Portland Mayor, Sandy 
West, who herself has waited seven 
months for an operation. 

She called on people to vote to 
save the NHS from what she 
claimed was a Conservative aim to 
eventually privatise the service, or 
parts of it.

Dorset residents alerted to fraud trends 


DORSET Police is alerting residents to new 
and emerging fraud trends affecting the 
county. 

Every month, Dorset Police will be updating 
the new Fraud Alert page on the Force web¬ 
site, with emerging fraud trends that are af¬ 
fecting the residents of Dorset. 

Fraud often affects the most vulnerable in 
the community, but anyone can become a 
target. Fraudsters do not just target individu¬ 
als, they target businesses too. 

Detective Sergeant Andrew Kennard from 
the Economic Crime Unit, said: "People often 
feel embarrassed about being a victim of 
fraud, but there is no reason to be. It can hap¬ 
pen to anyone and it is important you tell us. 

"Reporting fraud helps us to understand the 
new trends and techniques being used by 
criminals and gives us the opportunity to warn 


others before they become vie 
tims." 

The UK has a centralised fraud 
reporting centre called Action 
Fraud. They record all incidents, 
refer cases to the police for in¬ 
vestigation and provide specialist 
support and advice. 

The Fraud Profile for Dorset shows 
that 2,406 crimes were reported between 
April and September 2016. The total victim 
loss was £4.6 million pounds and the most 
commonly targeted victims were aged be¬ 
tween 60 - 79yrs. 

Detective Sergeant Andrew Kennard contin¬ 
ued: "It’s easy to be caught out. Fraudsters 
are clever and know how to gain your trust. 
Make sure you don’t give out any personal in¬ 
formation to anyone unless you have con¬ 



firmed who it is you are speaking to. 
"Remember: You will never be 
asked for your personal banking 
details, such as passwords and 
PIN numbers. If you are, hang up 
and contact the organisation/ 
company back by using a number 
you know, such as one from your 
latest bill, in the telephone book or 
from their official website. 

"If you receive a suspicious phone call, hang 
up immediately, dial 1471 and note the num¬ 
ber that called you, then contact Action Fraud 
on 0300 123 2040, or online at actionfraud. 
police.uk Action Fraud will alert Dorset Police.

Summer drink-drivers to be named and shamed 


DORSET Police has launched its 
summer drink and drug driving 
campaign. 

Drivers are being reminded that 
the consequences of driving under 
the influence of alcohol or drugs 
can be devastating and those 
caught will be publicly named by 
the force. 

Throughout the month-long op¬ 
eration, officers will be requesting 
breath tests from all drivers in¬ 
volved in road traffic collisions, ir¬ 
respective of whether or not they 
suspect an offence. 

Drivers can expect to be tested dur¬ 
ing routine stop checks and if they 
are stopped for an offence. Field Im¬ 
pairment Tests (FIT) will be con¬ 
ducted on drivers suspected of being 
unfit to drive through drugs. 

During 2016, 880 people were ar¬ 
rested for testing positive for alco¬ 
hol, refusing to provide a breath test 
or failing their test by blowing over 
the legal limit. A further 128 people 
were arrested for drug driving. 

Police Constable Heidi Moxam, 
Dorset Police’s Casualty Reduc¬ 
tion Officer, said: “With the 
weather continuing to get better, 
we’re at a time when drivers are 
more likely to risk drink or drug 
driving after socialising. I would 
ask those planning to go out for a 
few drinks to consider how you’re 
going to get home beforehand. 

“Nationally, on average 3,000 
people are killed or seriously in¬ 
jured each year in drink drive col¬ 
lisions. 

“Too many people, fail to con¬ 
sider the untold devastation that 
drink and drug driving can cause. 
Alcohol impairs many of the func¬ 
tions necessary for safe driving - 
reaction times go up and spatial 
awareness is significantly re¬ 
duced. You don’t have to be drunk 
to be a drink driver.” 

Chief Inspector Adrian Leisk, 
Head of the Alliance Roads Polic¬ 
ing team across Devon & Cornwall 
Police and Dorset Police, said: 
“People convicted of drink or drug 
driving can expect to be banned 
from driving for at least 12 months, 
receive a fine of up to £5,000 and/or 
six months in prison. 

“When someone dies as a result 
of a collision involving a drink or 
drug driver, sentences can carry a 
penalty of up to 10 years in prison. 


Don’t risk it, it’s never worth it.” 

As in previous campaigns, 
anyone charged with a drink driv¬ 
ing related offence during the cam¬ 
paign will have their name and 
court appearance details released 
to the media. Custody images of 
those convicted could also be is¬ 
sued. 

During the 2016 Summer drink 
and drug driving campaign, 45,267 
motorists were breathalysed acro¬ 


ss the country, with 4,539 (10.0 per 
cent) testing positive or failing to 
provide a sample. 

OA total of 2,588 drug tests were 
administered, resulting in 1,028 
drivers testing positive (39.7 per 
cent).

Don't forget to vote tomorrow 


DORSET residents will be heading to the polls 
tomorrow (Thursday) - along with the rest of 
the country - to cast their votes in the general 
election. 

In the West Dorset constituency, which cov¬ 
ers Bridport, Beaminster, Lyme Regis and 
Dorchester, Sir Oliver Letwin (Conservative) 
will be challenged by Lee Rhodes (Labour), 
Kelvin Clayton (Green) and Andy Canning (Lib¬ 
eral Democrat) for the area's seat. 

Sir Oliver has a majority of more than 50 per 


cent and polled 16,000 votes more than his 
nearest rival - Liberal Democrat Ros Kayes - in 
2015. 

In the South Dorset constituency, which in¬ 
cludes Weymouth and Portland, incumbent 
Richard Drax will face Tashi Warr (Labour), 
Howard Legg (Liberal Democrat) and Jon Orrell 
(Green) in a bid to secure his role. 

Conservative Mr Drax took the South Dorset 
seat from Labour in 2010, only to increase his 
share of the vote two years ago. 


Flying the flag for civil engineering 


THE project to repair the har¬ 
bour walls at West Bay has 
joined a campaign to promote 
civil engineering in Dorset.

The campaign's primary aim is 
to raise the profile of civil engi¬ 
neering through increased awa¬ 
reness and understanding of 
the contribution that it makes to 
our quality of life. 

ICE has developed banners 
and signage to be displayed at 
project sites, helping members 
of the public to make the link 
between the infrastructure on 
site and its positive impact 
within the community. 

Miranda Housden, regional di¬ 


rector for ICE South West, said: 
"The 'This is Civil Engineering' 
campaign promotes the contri¬ 
bution of civil engineering to so¬ 
ciety and we are proud to be 
displaying the banner at promi¬ 
nent sites within our region. 

"The campaign helps us to 
highlight the variety and impor¬ 
tance of civil engineering to the 
general public." 

The inner harbour was first 
constructed following the 1722 
Bridport Harbour Act and the 
harbour is Grade II listed. 



The wall has significant crack¬ 
ing and was seen to be in poor 
condition with a section of the 
wall known to have a large void 
beneath it. 

The Design and Build contract 
was let to Raymond Brown Con¬ 
struction in February 2017 and 
will be completed over a six 
month period. 

They are using innovative solu¬ 
tions to stabilise the harbour 
wall, fill the void and repair all 
damage to the harbour wall. 

A spokesman said: "Raymond 
Brown Construction is pleased 
to support the ICE's 'This is Civil 
Engineering' campaign.

WEYMOUTH’S RNLI 
all-weather lifeboat 
rescued a yacht which had 
its propeller fouled by a 
rope on Saturday 
afternoon. 

The lifeboat crew used a 
grapple and managed to 
haul the rope clear of the 
water enough to cut it. 

Once free the yacht 
managed to make its own 
way to just outside 
Weymouth Harbour, 
escorted by the lifeboat. 

However, it was found 
that some more rope was 
still fouling the rudder 
which meant that the 
yacht would not be able to 
manoeuvre within the 
harbour. 

The lifeboat crew then 
launched their onboard 
rubber dingy, reaching 
down under the yacht and 
cutting free the remaining 
rope.

She said some services had 
already been franchised out 
to Richard Branson’s Vir¬ 
gin company. 

Ms West said that if beds 
were lost at Portland Hospi¬ 
tal and Westhaven it would 
be very difficult for some 
relatives to make the trip to 
Dorchester, or even further 
afield, for visits. 

“If this carries on the 
NHS will be run like a busi¬ 
ness and, if we are not care¬ 
ful, we will end up paying 
for all kinds of treatments... 


assets are already being 
sold for a profit. It’s not 
what people want and it’s 
got to stop,” she said. 

“We need to keep the 
NHS. It saved my life and it 
has saved many others as 
well. We do not want it to be 
sold off.” 

Dr Orrell claimed that if 
current cuts to services 
were allowed to continue 
the country would not only 
lose teaching jobs and 
schools, but small local hos¬ 
pitals, such as Westhaven 
and Portland, and local psy¬ 
chiatric beds. 


He called on Dorset resi¬ 
dents to make this week’s 
election a referendum on 
the NHS and other local ser¬ 
vices. 

“We have our last chance 
to save the NHS and schools 
this Thursday,” he said. 

Elsewhere at the weekend 
union members took to the 
streets in both Weymouth 
and Dorchester, asking vot¬ 
ers to put education at the 
heart of the election. 

There was also a ‘stop the 
NHS cuts’ demonstration 
staged in Dorchester on Sat¬ 
urday. 


Petition on 
beach hut 

A PETITION has been 
started urging local 
planners to look again at a 
decision to allow changes 
to a Portland beach hut, 
writes Trevor Bevins. 

Portland residents claim 
that the opinions of the 
island’s town council, 
which opposed changes to 
the hut at Red Crane field, 
were ignored. 

The petition also claims 
that the re-built hut is 
larger than it previously 
was - and wants 
Weymouth and Portland 
Borough Council to check 
the dimensions. 

There was initially upset 
that the hut was painted 
blue, although it has now 
been re-painted brown to 
better fit in with those 
alongside it. 

“Visitors and Islanders 
all agree that the unique 
and quirky nature of 
Portland is its biggest 
appeal. Sadly, changes are 
being made that could 
undermine our greatest 
asset. This petition is 
requesting that Jean 
Marshall, Head of 
Planning (West Dorset- 
Weymouth) re-assess the 
recent rebuild of hut 45 on 
the Red Crane field on 
Portland Bill,” claims the 
online petition. It has so 
far attracted almost 200 
signatures. “We are not 
Mudeford or Highcliffe and 
have no desire to be,” says

TRIBUTES were paid to 
Dorchester literary giant 
Thomas Hardy in the count 
town at the weekend. 

The annual birthday 
celebration saw wreaths laid at 
Hardy's statue and an open-air 
performance from Under the 
Greenwood Tree on the lawns 
of County Hall. 

The scene, 'Mr Penny's 
Cobblers Shop' was from the 
beginning of Act 2 of the novel 
and was performed by 
members of the New Hardy 
Players. 

Town councillors marched in 
their robes with the town's civic 
regalia to pay tribute to the 
author. 

New Mayor, Susie Hosford, 
read a scene from The Mayor of 
Casterbridge as one of her first 
official duties of the year. She 
later joined local art historian 
Gwen Yarker to lay wreaths at 
Hardy's statue near the Top o' 
Town roundabout. Ms Yarker 
had earlier delivered the annual 
lecture about landscape 
painting in Hardy Country. She 
also read a brief extract from 
Hardy at County Hall. 

Other events during the 
weekend included a guided 
walk, a tea and a buffet meal 
with a talk based around a 
portrait which hung in Hardy's 
Max Gate home. 

The Saturday wreath laying 
at Hardy's statue was followed 
by the laying of wreaths 
outside St Peter's Church in 
tribute to William Barnes, the 
former rector, poet and linguist 
who was a friend of Hardy's. 

On Sunday morning a service 
at St Michael's Church, 
Stinsford, was followed by a 
wreath-laying at Hardy's grave 
in the churchyard. 
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Man jailed 
for murder 
of little boy 


A MAN has been jailed for 
life after murdering a two- 
year-old boy in Broad- 
mayne near Dorchester. 

Joseph Eke, 22, of St 
Lawrence Road in Wey¬ 
mouth, was found guilty of 
murdering Harry House 
on Thursday, May 18th, 
following a trial at Winch¬ 
ester Crown Court. He was 
also found guilty of a sepa¬ 
rate count of inflicting 
grievous bodily harm. Eke 
was found not guilty of a 
further count of causing 
grievous bodily harm and 
one count of causing ac¬ 
tual bodily harm. 

On Monday, June 5th, 
Eke was sentenced to life 
in prison. He was told he 
would serve a minimum 
term of 18 years. 

The court was told that 
Harry died as a result of 
serious injuries to his 
head and abdomen and 
that these were caused by 
the actions of Eke. 

Eke was in a relation¬ 
ship with Harry’s mother 
and the pair were living on 


Main Street in Broad- 
mayne at the time, the 
court heard. The couple 
are no longer together. 

At 9.44am on May 26th, 
2016, a 999 call was made 
by Harry’s mother to re¬ 
port that he was unrespon¬ 
sive. Paramedics attended 
and he was taken to Dorset 
County Hospital, where he 
was pronounced dead. 

A forensic post-mortem 
examination concluded 
the cause of death was a 
blunt force injury to the 
abdomen and a fractured 
skull. It also indicated that 
Harry suffered at least 
three traumatic events in 
the week before his death, 
which resulted in frac¬ 
tured ribs. 

Detective Chief Inspec¬ 
tor Sarah Derbyshire, of 
Dorset Police’s Major 
Crime Investigation 
Team, said: “Joseph Eke 
subjected Harry House to 
a violent episode that re¬ 
sulted in his death. Above 
all, my heartfelt thoughts 
are with Harry’s family.”

Guards do rare birds a good tern 


VOLUNTEERS are standing 
guard over the Chesil Beach little 
terns in an attempt to save the 
threatened species. 

A total of 31 nests have been 
found, 24 of which have been 
classed as “active.” 

Because of their exposed 
location, the birds’ nests are at 
threat from a range of predators, 
including foxes. This year so far 
several nests have lost eggs to 
crows, although project officer 
Scarlett Hutchin said the current 
strategy of posting one person at 
each end of the site seems to be 
working well to keep them away 
from the colony now. 

Scarlett explained: “It’s still 
very early in the season and the 
terns that have lost eggs are likely 
to lay again in a few days’ time, so 


all is not lost there.” 

Also benefitting from the 
volunteers keeping an eye on the 
area are four ringed plover nests, 
one of which should be hatching 
soon, and one oystercatcher nest. 

Part of the tactic to save the 
birds has also included 
diversionary feeding of the 
kestrels at the bridging camp and 
at Portland. 

“The badger that was seen 
around the colony early in the 
season appears to have moved on, 
much to everyone’s relief. The 
terns appear to be bringing in 
plenty of fish and we are seeing 
good numbers of three-egg 
clutches, so if we can successfully 
keep the predators away we could 
be set for a great season,” said 
Scarlett.

I remember 
one time where I was at the end of 
my tether and they were there in five 
minutes. Even now we go to the 
Seaview Club and do arts and crafts 
and meet great friends. 

“The carers’ group makes you feel 
like you’re in the same boat as every¬ 
one else, and you don’t feel embar¬ 


Christine Wareham from Wey¬ 
mouth, said: “I’ve been going to the 
carers’ group for five years, but I had 
to stop last year when I lost my hus¬ 
band. But I still go to the Seaview 
Club. The group helped tremen¬ 
dously, I don’t know what I would 
have done without them. The sup¬ 
port they offer, emotional and prac¬ 
tical, was wonderful. I only had to 
phone and somebody would be 
straight out.”

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5 TIPS FOR LOFT 
S 




IF YOU need more space at home, convert¬ 
ing the loft into an extra room, or rooms, can 
make a lot of sense, both now and when you 
come to sell 

1. If your home's loft is more useful to you 
as living space than storage, converting it is 
the obvious thing to do. A loft conversion 
should make your home more valuable and 
sellable, and if you can fit a bathroom or 
shower room up there, as well as a bedroom 
and built-in storage, you have the perfect 
master or guest suite. 

2. Loft conversions cost from around 
£20,000, but are often a lot more, depending 
on the size, spec and type of conversion. The 
cheapest and easiest loft conversions are 
ones with only skylights, as the line of the 
roof is unchanged. However, this isn't ideal 
if the loft has limited space and head height. 

3. Building out the roof to create more use- 
able space inside will give you a much more 
satisfactory conversion. As long as there are 
no planning restrictions, building a full-width 
dormer window across the roof at the back and 
changing the side of the roof so it's 'straight' 
(viewed from the front or back) instead of slop¬ 
ing (this isn't possible with mid-terraced 
houses) will maximise the space internally. 

4. For a loft to be suitable for conversion, 
the main space should be at least 2.3m high 
- generally, the steeper the pitch of the roof, 
the better it will be for conversion. Standing 
up in the loft and walking around (if safe to 
do so) will give you an idea of how much use- 
able space there is. If there isn't enough head 
height, even by building out the roof, you 
may be able to lower the ceilings in the 
rooms below, but this will be expensive and 
disruptive and isn't practical if they're al¬ 
ready quite low. Another option may be to 
rebuild the roof to make it higher, which is 
also a big, expensive job. 

5. You'll need space for a staircase up to the 
loft on the floor below and if this means los¬ 
ing a bedroom, you may not be much better 
off by converting the loft. Spiral staircases 
can be a good space-saving solution, as can 
narrow (and straight) 'space-saver' stair¬ 
cases, although they aren't necessarily prac¬ 
tical for everyday use and are unlikely to 
comply with building regulations.

Terror attacks: 
PCC statement 

DORSET Police & Crime Commissioner, Mar- 
tyn Underhill, has issued a statement in re¬ 
sponse to the London attacks on Saturday 
night. 

The statement read: “Sadly, we have seen 
three terrorist attacks in quick succession in 
the UK. Our thoughts go out to the innocent vic¬ 
tims and to the brave first responders who lost 
their lives or were injured. 

“We need to try to better understand how we, 
as a society, can dilute the radical hate and 
come together as one. 

“This is an important time, with the prize of 
any democracy, a general election, happening 
this week. Nothing or nobody must ever be al¬ 
lowed to deter, prevent or frustrate the inher¬ 
ent right of every UK citizen to vote in our free 
elections. 

“This is a complicated landscape and once the 
election is complete, we must address the fac¬ 
tors that are feeding recurring terrorist at¬ 
tacks. 

“Firstly, we face greater online radicalisation, 
and I support the drive to hold social media 
companies to account for policing this. 

“Secondly, there appears to be a clear in¬ 
crease in home grown radicalisation. Police 
and security services cannot be everywhere all 
the time. The more people that become radi¬ 
calised, the increased likelihood that terrorist 
incidents will occur. 

“The third challenge is that attackers can 
quickly change their modus operandi at will. 
Security services, policing and society must not 
only keep up but stay ahead of the curve. That 
is why the Chief Constable and I are examining 
the option and cost of offering Taser to every 
police officer who requests one and who suc¬ 
cessfully passes the training. 

“Finally, a thorough review must be under¬ 
taken to establish whether the current counter¬ 
terrorism strategy is working.”

In September Working parents of three to 
four year olds across the country will be 
eligible for 30 hours of free childcare a week 


PARENTS are currently eligible for 15 hours a 
week and the change in policy is only available 
from Ofsted registered nurseries, pre-schools 
and child-minders. 

The new scheme will be introduced later this 
year and your child must have turned three be¬ 
fore the start of the academic year. 

The 30 hours of free childcare can be used in 
term times for 38 weeks or parents can spread 
the free childcare out over 51 weeks, but by 
doing so they would only be eligible for 21.5 
hours per week. 

Will I qualify for 30 hours of free childcare? 

Parents of three and four year olds will need to 
meet the following criteria in order to be eligible 
for 30 hours of free childcare. 

• They earn or expect to earn the equivalent to 
16 hours at National Minimum or Living Wage 
over the coming three months. 

• This equates to £120 a week (or c.£6,000 a 
year) for each parent over 25 years old or £112.80 
a week (or c.£5,800 a year) for each parent 
between 21 and 24 years old and £56 a week for 
apprentices in their first year. 

• This applies whether you are in paid 
employment, self-employed or on zero hours 
contract. 

• The parent (and their partner where 
applicable) should be seeking the free childcare 


to enable them to work. 

• Where one or both parents are on maternity, 
paternity, shared parental or adoption leave, or 
if they are on statutory sick leave. 

• Where one parent meets the income criteria 
and the other is unable to work because they are 
disabled, have caring responsibilities or have 
been assessed as having limited capability to 
work. 

• Where a parent is in a 'start-up period' (i.e. 
they are newly self-employed) they do not need 
to demonstrate that they meet the income crite¬ 
ria for 12 months. 

• If one or both parents is a non-EEA national, 
the parent applying must have recourse to 
public funds. 

A parent will not meet the criteria when: 

• Either parent has an income of more than 

£ 100 , 000 . 

• If one or both parents is a non-EEA national 
and the parent applying does not have recourse 
to public funds. 

What happens if a parent loses eligibility? 

• They will receive a 'grace period' - this means 
they will be able to keep their childcare for a 
short period. 

• Once the 'grace period' has lapsed, the 
parent should be entitled to the universal 
15-hour entitlement.

To close I would like to emphasise an 
important safety point. 

While umpiring recently, in two suc¬ 
cessive games I have seen batsmen in¬ 
jured by balls flying off the top edge of 
their bats into their faces. Both had to 
go to hospital for stitches. 

This shows the need for all players to 
wear helmets with faceguards if at all 
possible. 

This is compulsory for young players 
but is obviously very good protection 
for older players, too.
